DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 29 
January 2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 2, 6, 7, 1 1 , 12, 14, 17-20, 23, 24, 26, 27, 30-32, 36, and 37 are 
allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
states the limitation "the first insulating material is supported by separate second 
insulating material between the first conductive portion and the first elongate conductive 
interconnect, and between the second conductive portion and the first elongate 
conductive interconnect". This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed features, 
was neither found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art. Claim 24 states 
the limitation "f) transferring the structure formed in a) to e) to a substrate, wherein the 
second elongate conductive interconnect extends the length of the integrated circuit 
structure". This limitation, in conjunction with the other claimed features, was neither 
found to be disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art. Claim 37 states the limitation 
"the first insulating means positioned over the narrowed inner portion of the first 
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conductive means but not over tine wider outer portions of tine first conductive means". 
This limitation, in conjunction witli the other claimed features, was neither found to be 
disclosed in, nor suggested by, the prior art.
